The Humility Christ His Hidden Life 
“Verily, Thou art hidden God.” These words the 
Prophet Isaias may preéminently applied Christ 
living the humble little village Nazareth, which 
lies hidden among the Judean hills. Here, indeed, 
may said Him: “He was the world, and the 
world knew Him not” (John 10). During these many 
years obscurity “the true light which enlighteneth 
every man that cometh into the world” shone amid the 
darkness sinful world, but darkness did not 
comprehend it.” Christ, His humility, willed re- 
main hidden and unknown for the greater part His 
life here earth. might have come into the world 
powerful monarch, mighty conqueror, and 
might have subdued the nations the world, for 
the Lord all, and there none that can resist His 
majesty” (Esther xiii. 11). 
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While the Redeemer the world lived lowly life 
Nazareth, the greater part mankind still sat the 
shadow error, sin, and death. Greek and Roman 
philosophers continued pervert the minds and cor- 
rupt the hearts men their false teachings and im- 
moral doctrines.

Humility fundamental virtue, and hence 


should acquired early life. Teachers should en- 
deavor instill into the hearts their pupils during 
the adolescence; for this age that the 
spirit self-importance and ambition, pride and 
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self-conceit, gradually asserts itself man. coun- 
teract this tendency, youth must convinced the 
necessity humility. The world considers this virtue 
suited past ages, rather than the present; 
little children, rather than those who have attained 
the age manhood. Christ, however, requires all 
learn this virtue from His own divine example: 
Me,” says, “for meek and humble heart, 
and you shall find rest for your souls.” 

Like all other virtues, humility does not consist 
mere theory, but practice. must enter into all 
man’s relations with his Creator and with his fellow 
men.

Seek associate with those whose social stand- 
ing may lower level than yours, but whose 
morals are high standard. 


II. The Poverty Christ 


are the poor spirit, for theirs the king- 
dom heaven” (Matt. 3). “Be not solicitous, say- 
ing: What shall eat, what shall drink, 
wherewith shall clothed (Matt. vi. 31.) These 
words uttered Christ His Sermon the Mount, 
manifest His attitude toward poverty. One the 
first fruits humility the spirit detachment from 
all earthly things. The Heart Christ was not at- 
tached anything here below, consequently did 
not need the discipline poverty. Yet chose 
His lot, chose dwell home which not only 
moderation and economy, but the direst poverty pre- 
vailed. did for the sake example. may take 
for granted that the Home Nazareth there 
was found nothing that savored luxury, nothing 
even that afforded the most ordinary convenience and 
comfort. There were sumptuous meals, soft beds, 
unnecessary articles furniture. Everything be- 
spoke simplicity, cleanliness, and order, but all was 
extremely poor. The Holy Family had live the 
toil their hands, and were numbered among the poor 
the village. St. Joseph was obliged work his 
carpenter’s bench, trying earn enough supply for 
the wants Jesus and Mary. 


Blessed Are the Poor Spirit 


The multitudes who had gathered hear the Great 
Teacher Nazareth, when delivered His wonder- 
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ful Sermon the Mount, had never before heard pov- 
erty proclaimed beatitude. Christ’s principles were 
directly opposed the standards,of the pagan philo- 
sophers His day. Christ’s maxim, “Blessed are the 
poor spirit,” was quite different from the pagan prin- 
ciple, “Happy are the rich who dispose will the 
goods this world.” What revelation the words and 
the life Christ must have been the worldly mind- 
people His age. What startling announcement 
His malediction: “Woe you that are rich; for you 
have your consolation” (Luke vi. 24). 

St. Paul, exhorting the people his day imitate 
Christ, says: “Let this mind you which was also 
Christ Jesus” (Philip. ii. 5). These words are ad- 
dressed, moreover, all who profess follow Christ. 
They are conform their inward dispositions, well 
their exterior actions, those Christ. They are 
adopt His standard the valuation the riches, 
pleasures, and comforts of.life, and are follow His 
principles judgment regarding poverty and self- 
denial. they possess generous share the goods 
this world, they must least endeavor poor 
spirit; that is, they must not inordinately at- 
tached these goods. The highest degree this spir- 
itual poverty attained those who renounce all for 
the sake Christ, and follow Him leading life 
voluntary poverty, accordance with the Divine 
Counsel: “If thou wilt perfect, sell what thou 
hast, and give the poor, and thou shalt have treasure 
heaven: and come, follow Me” (Matt. xix. 21). The 
renunciation temporal things removes many the 
obstacles which hinder the progress the soul striv- 
ing for the things that are eternal. other words, 
removes the impediments the perfect love God, 
which arise from inordinate affection for external 
things. 

hear much today about thrift and about being 
thrifty. The conditions which are prevalent all over the 
country, make necessary insist the practice 
economy. Christian educators can utilize this 
factor teaching the children how they may acquire 
the spirit detachment from the goods this world, 
and developing within them correct attitude to- 
ward poverty.

History the Graph Method

Editor’s Note. There is presented in this paper an interesting teaching 
device to stimulate students to add to their learning of facts in history 
the expression of a judgment. We do not discuss the plan at this time 
because we expect the readers to do that. One suggestion, however, may 
be made. The use of the word degradation is probably too strong to express 
Presumably what is ‘‘social loss.’"’” We must watch out that we do not list 
under this head the conservative influences to maintain the status quo. See 
for example reference to ‘Tories’ in the article. 


ISTORY, even its best, arid subject 
for many students. The lack interest and 
application the part certain students 
natural consequence. The teacher history senses 
this depressing and discouraging attitude various 


times during the semesters. Nothing more detri- 
mental the success the course. 

order create more effective, more interest- 
ing, and competitive type history course, the 
Political and Social History Graph Method offered. 
may explained briefly thus: 

Every incident phase history has influenced 
social political life one two ways; either 
has bettered civilization has retarded civilization. 
The graph registers and rates the degree betterment 
degradation; that is, retardation. 

The teacher reduces the incidents history 
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topics, and writes these the board dictates them 
the students. spends the usual course two 
explaining that definite phase history, which out- 
lined the items, while the students take notes. The 
students then rate the topics, usually assign- 
ment, the graph according they advanced 
retarded the civilization that time, their 
effects, some future time. 

The graph shows each topic social political 
betterment degradation. This will further ex- 
panded below. 

The legend explains the graph proper. The blue lines 
and designate the high and low levels social 
political conditions. They are not the limits, and 
may passed the rating. 

The H.I. the lower right corner the graph, 
refers “Historical Items,” “Incidents” and relates 
the number items each graph. 

The title, “Topic,” filled the students 
suggest the main subject discussed the graph. 

The classes are divided into party systems, whether 
political social. This method employed connec- 
tion with the Graph Method, bring home the 
students the conditions they existed and secure 
twofold aspect each historical event. word, the 
students sit once sat the Cortes, now sits the 
United States Senate, and on. One day each week, 
the parties may defend their viewpoint open dis- 
cussion. 

This Graph Method teaches student judge; 
think. makes for the use memorized matter 
the reasoning faculty. Elephants remember, but only 
man can think, form opinions, and judge. bird can 
gather material for nest. Man can gather material 
for dwelling, sit down and test the strength his 
material, plan, and then rise and bungalow 
skyscraper. Heretofore, pupils have been busy 
gathering material from history. The Graph Method 
teaches them think over their material, test the 
strength past political social ideas and build their 
own political nest, vote veto present pressing prob- 
lems thing they cannot unless they have been 
trained ponder problems politic the light the 
past. 

The mere reviewing and recitation the historical 
interpretation the topic, the student may justly 
claim his ability read the history course for him- 
self, perhaps the public library, and secure equal 
satisfaction and result. But reading history not 
studying history. After all, the fact that certain inci- 
dents occurred during the past generations merely 
interesting. The reason for these occurrences, the 
results they left their wake, and the ability 
discern these same forces work today, these are 
the highest importance. 

students are required place definite value 
each topic history, their sense comparison will 
immediately force them diagnose the pros and cons. 
This, itself, creates the critical analytical mind. 
The students cannot much put pens paper, 
unless they have previously determined the political 
social effect and value each topic. Furthermore, 
the comparative value, rated, contrast other 
historical items, must also have been considered. 
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And here John Grier Hibbin, president Prince- 
ton University, writing the New York Times, point- 
ing out the ideal and most modern method teach- 
ing history. insists: “It has been discovered that 
better results are obtained when student thrown 
upon his own resources and required conduct 
challenge his powers observation will enable him 
form habits intellectual work and acquire 
methods which will fit him attack successfully the 
problems life. And, after all, this the purpose 
education. The old-fashioned method, which stu- 
dent was asked reproduce, recitation, tests, 
examinations, what was presented him complete 
and final form textbook, became mechanical 
process which was little short drudgery. Teachers 
now realize that the old idea the cultivation 
memory longer sufficient. There can satis- 
factory mental development the only function the 
mind that called into play memory. For memory 
only instrument provide material for the 
reasoning faculties, and when the reason not stim- 
ulated, intellectual vigor lacking.” 

better argument bolster these suggestions can 
presented than that the teacher take note the 
first few graphs completed the students. The 
brilliant type student will have grasped the mean- 
ing and possibilities once. The average student will 
seen have considered the topics with certain 
degree caution. The poorly talented, those given 
distractions during the course, will render poor 
demonstration judgment. The ratings the topics 
will vary varies the judging power each student. 
This should be. Reconciliation opposite views 
not necessary, long the incident not distorted. 
But there are limits immature judgments and the 
discerning teacher will note exaggerated contra- 
dictory evaluations once. 

The legend the lower left corner explains itself. 
The graph divided into 100 degrees. The history 
graph, unlike other graphs, may not and cannot employ 
zero base for the individual rating. The reason for 
this obvious. Social life, time authoritative 
history, has been degraded the point zero; 
the other hand, neither has ever achieved perfection, 
100 degrees rating. 

Political history must 
Regardless the corruption and tyranny autoc- 
racies, plutocracies, oligarchies, even 
the political thermometer has never reached ab- 
solute zero. There always remained tangible, 
form authority government. The only possibility 
the rating scheme, therefore, compromise. This

Degradations are handled the same fashion. For 
example: The opposition the Tory Party the 
Declaration Independence would judged degra- 
dation.

Cer- 
tainly would not exceed comparative degradation, 
such item the Tory and Indian ravages, which, 
after all, was more serious affair than the mere atti- 
tude opposition the time the Declaration 
Independence. ancient European history, the 
absolutism the rulers, all persecutions, social 
political oppressions, conditions not complimentary 
society government, would rated degrada- 
tions. The degrees degradation, would depend upon 
the judgment the student. The low level degrada- 
tion would only passed occasionally, depending 
the grievousness the political social degradations. 

Political and social topics may 
gether, the two are inseparable. Naturally, the 
teacher’s course will reflect itself the student’s judg- 
ing topic ratings. 

The use red, for war topics, suggested, secure 
segregation these topics, because war sub- 


normal condition, and not compared with the 
normal political social topics. Hence, wars, being 
rated red, may compared only with each other. 
Some war ratings may even considered better- 
ments, but the red ratings will distinguish these from 
the normal social political betterments. 

One keen observer among the students troubled him-

later graphs will show remarkable improvements 
neatness and accuracy judgment. 

number history teachers, already employing the 
Political and Social History Graphs, require the stu- 
dents submit, accompanying sheet paper, 
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short written statement giving substantial reason 
for each rating; other words, they are required 
give the “why” for this topic and that topic better- 
ment degradation. 

The average time required for making complete 
graph twelve topics, with written statements, 
about twenty minutes. The ability the individual 
student will increase decrease this period time. 
must left the discretion the teacher whether 
written statements must accompany all the ratings, 
certain ratings only, any ratings all. the 
teacher during the course renders both the pro and the 
con for each topic’s interpretation, will noted that 
the students will develop the practice, their own ac- 
cord, taking notes the course secure reference 
for the ratings and statements. checking the errors 
the ratings, the use question mark here and 
there, and the will prove very effective. The 
question mark suggests that, although the student’s 
rating can accepted viewed from one angle, 
may prove the opposite viewed from another. The 
course, the teacher’s notice that the rating 
should the opposite side the average line. 
About graphs are required per student, each 
semester, depending again the teacher’s selection 
items rated. 

The H.I. the lower corner for the convenience 
the teacher. constitutes the initials Historical 
Incidents, Items. Thus the numbers entered the 
students their first graph would read 12; 
graph No. 25, and on. Thus the 
teacher may keep accurate account each stu- 
dent’s series. the close the second semester, the 
series graph ratings, having continued unbroken 
order, may reach, for example, 964 976. This 
number will higher lower, depending again 
the teacher’s schedule. 

The names the nations may placed red, 
the average line between two items; the names may 
written, that is, printed, the blue line above 
below the line average. Both methods have been 
used. course, this only necessary when the course 
begins again the parallel history another nation. 
This applicable especially the teaching Eu- 
ropean history. 

San Francisco teacher permits more than ten 
items each graph, thus maintaining the relation be- 
tween the graph number and the H.I. For example, 
graph No. would bear 320 330.

European history suggests the Liberal and the Conser- 
vative struggle. Ancient history offers 
change political alignment, whether the people 
versus autocracy, militarism, versus political con- 
trol, and on. Any political sentiveness may met, 
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allowing the students select their own affiliations 
even allowing them rate themselves Indepen- 
dents. But will found that the teacher’s arrange- 
ment usually accepted. Individuals may represent 
individual states sectional interests. 

The members one party will view topic from 
entirely different angle than that their opponents, 
except when can accepted but one way, as, for 
example, the rating some social improvement. Here 
the value the Graph Method will noted. The 
slavery question American history, the feudal sys- 
tem medieval, the praetorian control Rome, 
ancient history will items, viewed from the 
vantage point each party. The interest will 
tremendous, experience has proved. Since each stu- 
dent strives base his her rating solid proof, 
opposite contentions will frequent, but most 
cases correct from each viewpoint. The students un- 
consciously develop that great essential culture, the 
viewing both sides each question. 

The scheme that has aroused most interest, con- 
nection with the use the graph, one used two 
teachers American history, one Baltimore and 
the other Detroit. The same method has since been 
employed teachers European and ancient history, 
the same great advantage. embraces the idea 
exchanging graphs between parties, thus allowing 
the opponents scrutinize each others’ ratings. 
Adverse ratings, uncomplimentary the parties will 
seen once and agitation for competent support 
and proof will arouse the latent initiative and the 
alertness the students.

other words, the party sessions are meant for public 
airing all questions topics rated the graphs. 

matter actual experience that the students 
secure numerous proof statements, and provoke 
keen sense judgment the European history 
class struggle, the debates the records the 
two American political parties. 

distortions facts opinions occur, word from 
the teacher will rectify this, and the session continue 
unabated. times, the sheer ability certain tactful 
students will actually dictate the voting decision 
their own party and even certain members the 
opposition who find their position untenable. vote 
may taken any topic designated the teacher, 
after the matter has been settled animated party 
deliberations. perceptible similarity between the 
recorded vote the historical session decision 
the historical party group and that the class 
parties, will frequently noted.

This energetic initiative has caused teachers estab- 
lish separate history library shelves their classrooms 
respective departments, addition those the 
school library.

vocational guidance is, without doubt, the en- 

lightening those who are responsible for the 
education our children— educators and parents. 
This not easy, inasmuch the financial question 
always looms the horizon. this connection are 
not fortunately situated those who law and 
custom can draw upon public and charitable funds. 
the other hand, forces distinguish between what 
necessary, good, and superfluous, retaining what 
worth its cost and disregarding what merely specula- 
tive and still without solid foundation fact. order 
accomplish this much, thought should given 
the matter and haphazard plans should made. 
want the best for our children that our means can 

order reduce vocational guidance its essen- 
tials, well keep mind the place holds 
our program education outlined you before. 
This will show glance what features pertaining 
vocational guidance are already provided for one 
way another and what still lacking. will also 
point out that these features are not many 
and not complicated the reading vocational- 
guidance literature would lead believe. seems 


most successful means for the promotion

Need Vocational Guidance 


The need vocational guidance for our children 
real. For every one them the time will come make 
decision what position life she will 
take. That this momentous decision one will 
deny. That those who are best- equipped judge will 
ntake better choice than those who are not equally 
evident. our schools fail supply the information 
needed basis for sound judgment they are neglect- 
ing important duty and thousands children will 
use this excuse for not attending Catholic schools 
and institutions. the other hand, the advantages 
which vocational guidance will bring with are not 
small. The increase that will brought prestige 
our schools will considerable. The children attending 
our schools will not penalized withholding from 
them valuable information that ought and can 
supplied. Our schools will remain the basis equal- 
ity with public institutions and our competitors will 
have reason use the lack vocational guidance 
proof inferiority. The sentiment for vocational 
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guidance strong that impossible escape 
censure for not heeding 

true that the objections against guidance 
some educational authorities are not much directed 
against the imparting vocational information itself 
against the execution program and its financial 
implications. the former, certain that soon 
are clear ourselves and are ready place our 
program intelligently before others, will arouse the 
lasting interest its success requires. Financially speak- 
ing, every cent spent for vocational guidance sound 
investment very much smaller than the price 
paid for neglect. The social and economic problems 
that worry present are less the result un- 
developed brains the sufferers the overconcentra- 
tion brains the camps commerce, industry, 
public utilities, politics, and law. Vocational guidance 
might redirect and rearrange this matter and might 
bring about more equitable distribution. 

also true that our students were never entirely 
without vocational guidance. Many one was guided 
the right educational opportunities and many were 
warned against entering overcrowded profession 
vanishing blind-alley occupation. But this advice 
should have scientific background. should 
brought together into system and administered 
counselors having the necessary qualifications. 
train such guides not difficult commonly imag- 
ined. Such guidance would prevent mistakes hereto- 
fore made. would away with the harmful practice 
getting pupils for certain institutions which teach- 
ers are interested without regard the personal wel- 
fare and inclinations the boys girls themselves. 
would also eliminate sort routine procedure like 
simply switching all children who not intend 
enter college into commercial school training them 
for jobs that not exist. Clerical workers are plen- 
tiful even prosperous times that closing all so- 
called commercial high schools for period five 
ten years would not create serious shortness. But re- 
cently, the Girls Service League America New 
York, stated that “most the girls came trained for 
one job: stenographer, typist, clerical worker, fields 
hopelessly overcrowded. The society turned equip 
these girls more than one kind jobs giving 
them training decorative arts, handsewing, etc. Since 
the domestic field one the few that offers security, 
mother’s help, housekeeping, and homemaking should 
added” (The Survey, January, 1932, 426). The 
same could said about the teaching profession for 
women. 

Finally, vocational guidance would prevent, least 
some extent, the loss leaders encouraging, stim- 
ulating, satisfying, and guiding exceptional and promis- 
ing youth become stars the Church and the 
fields science and public affairs. Here leaders are 
needed.

The next question is: What means can used 
induce interested parties provide vocational guid- 
ance our secondary schools and junior high schools 
Mass education will not bring far. Masses are prac- 
tically immovable intellectual matters. What 
everybody’s concern rests lightly anyone partic- 
ular. More fruitful will the education individuals 
groups like school-board members, pastors, and 
prominent men and women whose words carry weight 
the community. clear-cut program must put 
before them when approached, otherwise they will not 
act. 

arouse the interest parents equally impor- 
tant. correct perspective must created. For this 
purpose the school bulletin and the feature columns 
local newspapers may used. Interesting cases, local 
otherwise, are always available. Talks over the 
radio, and even more the recommendation listen 
the radio during educational hours now fre- 
quently the air, will gradually create support among 
parents and students alike. successes achieved 
vocational guidance other schools can dissemin- 
ated, will arouse the desire have something like 
our schools. rule, people will get what they 
want and are willing pay for it. 

still greater importance the willingness and en- 
thusiasm the teachers. will great help re- 
move existing aversions the introduction voca- 
tional guidance which some teachers may entertain 
examine the equipment teachers for this job 
already present. There can doubt that teacher 
who has instructed pupil for years better equipped 
judge the child’s talent than anyone else, even with- 
out the aid artificial tests. From the attendance 
record and physical-examination record, the teacher 
can get fairly correct idea health conditions. The 
financial and social status the family usually well 
enough known. This covers already great part the 
field guidance. this may added the teacher’s 
knowledge educational institutions and their curric- 
ulum, available scholarships, etc., which students 
may directed. The parents themselves will know. 
especially smaller cities, what careers have the great- 
est hope success. Hence, remains but for the teach- 
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attempting vocational guidance get acquainted 
with the different occupations and professions and for 
this purpose large number of*publications are avail- 
able, especially those the Institute Research 
Chicago, whose Careers and Career Charts are until 
now unexcelled. These publications and others found 
the bibliography, together with informational ma- 
terial gathered locally, will provide working basis. 
courses are available that should prove helpful in- 
cipient counselors although some these courses make 
matters complex without necessity and often suggest 
predestined for certain vocation. There are many 
ways make one’s living just there are many ways 
save one’s soul. always possible change and 
this may often done without loss. The situation that 
presents itself present when many seem have 
missed good vocation cannot attributed wrong 
guidance the lack guidance exclusively, since 
may have been caused complete change condi- 
tions and lack knowledge about conditions that 
exist ten twenty years later. This should not induce 
the teacher lose courage and hesitate. certain 
that the requirements for 
guidance and looking practical manner, 
the subject will lose much its complexity and will 
appear much more feasible and really worthy 
trial.

The most effective means promote vocational 
guidance is, would expected, the establishment 
vocational-guidance bureau each diocese and vo- 
cational-guidance clinic each larger city the ap- 
pointment counselor every secondary school.

Conclusion 


conclusion may truthfully said that educa- 
tors well the public become more and more con- 
vinced that something ought done about voca- 
tional guidance and that many would start who 
could see their way clear. also true, that too many 
still consider vocational guidance and vocational edu- 
cation and training strictly belonging each other 
although they are distinct parts, distinct the phy- 
sician and the drug store. Vocational guidance can well 
imparted without vocational education. The former 
does not need special buildings, shops, and establish- 
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ments. The providing vocational education really 
the duty the concerns needing trained workers, but 
they failing, the public has take care itself. 
shoulders upon the public the financing class edu- 
cation without benefit many for whom special edu- 
cation not provided. well keep the two sep- 
arate and remember that just now are interested 
vocational guidance alone. 

Much has been written about the organization 
vocational guidance, its practice and principles the 
select bibliography shows. Many programs have been 
outlined and the one found the accompanying chart 
but another attempt. gives one glance the posi- 
tion vocational guidance the whole guidance pro- 
gram and the practice vocational guidance and edu- 
cation particular.

Some think that part the regular class pe- 
riod each day should used: others think best 
have one period week. Some think should en- 
couraged, but that class time should given it. 
The methods, too, are various. 

not purpose this discussion settle any 
these questions. merely wish tell you some 
the experiences have had with seniors high 
school. 

First all, the school library should contain great 
variety books spiritual subjects. not have 
lot “old-fashioned-looking books.” possible 
have books written century more ago, appear now 
modern make-up. matter how good the book may 
be, youth today will simply not want unless 
looks modern. That not just opinion. Years 
service libraries, and chats with Catholic librarians 
from various parts the country have made that 
conviction with me. Buy new copies! 

What books senior boys care for? experiment 
have found out that the following titles are most 
demand: God’s Jester, St. Gabriel, Passionist, Curé 
Ars, True Devotion the Blessed Virgin, Imitation 
Christ, The Blessed Friend Youth, Modern Mar- 
tyr, The Autobiography the Little Flower, The 
Jesuit Martyrs North America, St. Catherine 
Siena, God and Myself, Life After Death, Keep the 
Gate, Ever Timely Thoughts, The High Romance, 
Heaven Know Our Own, The Eucharistic Life, and 
the Workshop St. Joseph. 

When first suggested the practice spiritual read- 
ing, did merely see what response would get, 
what books would taken, how they would read, 
and the reactions would get from the boys. must 
say that only three out class thirty-six got 
spiritual book read. (Class time was not then used). 
One the students took St. Gabriel, Passionist, the 
second, Keep the Gate, and the third, Heaven 
Know Our Own. When the borrowers returned the 
books asked each write short article for me, tell- 
ing what thought about the book, and what 
good results they had from the reading. 

The first response was from the lad who read 
Gabriel, Passionist. quote some from it: “That was 
the first life saint ever read. didn’t think lives 
the saints were interesting. Would you suggest 
another like it, One thing got out reading 
that book that want mention particularly that 
feel still have chance get heaven. The im- 
pression always had from stories heard about the 
saints was that they were class apart; they seemed 
saints from the cradle. going imitate St. 
Gabriel. think can many ways.” 

The boy who read Keep the Gate, had this say: 
“Tt was interesting book from beginning end. 
One could feel that its author was really showing the 
‘value human soul.’ Then, too, there were

many interesting incidents narrated it. But better 
than all this, feel that better prepared than 
before keep the gate.” 

read Heaven Know Our Own,” wrote the 
third, “because had just lost mother. That book 
greatly consoled me. didn’t doubt but that would 
know her again the last day, but wanted see how 
one could prove it. Since read the book have much 
greater devotion the holy souls, and want help 
them much can.” 

was satisfied, certain extent, with the results 
these three. But what about the other 
Should they ignored simply because they didn’t 
respond the first appeal 

Then thought another plan. told the members 
the class that each one would required read 
one book month and that would call upon them 
write out report sort test. More than 
half the boys got book before the end the first 
day, but some the others waited until just few days 
before the end the month. Well, was easy see 
that that plan, while little more effective than the 
first, still was unsatisfactory more ways than one. 
First all, there was kind compulsion brought 
bear upon the duty. Second, there was the fear the 
test which just another way saying the “loss 
credit.” Third, there was not good choice made the 
books. Many took certain volume simply because 
had less pages than another. The written reactions were 
only fair. 

Now what? Was the value derived from the 
reading worth more effort? Was possibly trying 
make religious out boys instead live-wire 
Catholics the world? No, couldn’t convince myself 
that. Then another plan came mind. 

The following day during the religion period told 
each boy carefuly select one the books the 
spiritual-reading shelves. told them not hurry 
their choice; browse around and find something that 
would really interest them. the end the period 
each one had book and was his place. charged 
each one with his book and told him have along 
with him the following day. 

That day tried this experiment. told each take 
his book and read until the text suggested thought 
him. soon that happened, should jot down 
his thoughts piece paper. Some read for nearly 
ten minutes and then didn’t have thought worth ex- 
many others were writing after reading few 
lines. The written reactions were very interesting. One 
lad sixteen had copy Father Martin Scott’s 
book, God and Myself. watched this boy particularly 
see what would do. noticed that read but 
moment and then began write. didn’t know that 
was watching him, but when the ten-minute period 
was had written the following: 

“Father Scott’s opening sentence, ‘At certain periods 
the world’s history men are inclined ask them- 
selves, there any Power high that cares for human 
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set thinking. Certainly one those 
periods which Father Scott speaks seems the 
present one. For years now people have little thought 
God. Money has been their God, and now when the 
crisis upon us, when many have not enough 
eat, instead turning God they should, many 
people still ask, ‘is there any Power high that cares 
human welfare?’ Russia they teach that there 
isn’t. There they teach this doctrine openly. Amer- 
ica they haven’t quite gone that far. Who knows what 
future will bring What will Catholics 
spend all the time can now learning our 
religion —in living will then ready up- 
hold it, even must sacrifice our lives for it. hope 
that, such time comes, will strong enough 
and die for the conviction have, that there 
high that cares for human welfare.’ 

Another lad interested greatly. had before 
him Michael Williams’ splendid book, The High Ro- 
mance. kept eyes him and noticed that true 
boyish fashion turned the last page, ostensibly 
find how the story ended, but noticed that 
stared moment page. Then took his pencil 
and copied these lines: also realized that there 
only one employment worthy such namely, 
work the will God. Far from dare 
affirm that have that may ever 
wholly succeed this great work; but know that 
this work the only thing which commensurate 
with man’s dignity.” Then wrote the following com- 
“These sentences took hold immediately. 
sorry not know anything about their author 
yet, but couldn’t help think that here man, 
Brother, who has convinced himself just the thing 
you have been driving home all year. Michael 
Williams has found out what many others have found 
out, and what hope will become great conviction 
with me, that there only one thing worthy the 
dignity his striving —‘to work the 
will God.’ That thought thrills me. I’m going 
begin the beginning the book now and read 
properly. took the above quotation from the second- 
last page. looked there first because I’m the habit 
trying find out how the story ends before get 
that far.” 

the end the ten-minute period, five hadn’t 
line written. Some had more than the ones quoted 
above; others had less. Many had very interesting re- 
actions. Some agreed with the authors’ statements, 
others did not. Well, just told them put their books 
away and went with the regular lesson. 

The following day asked how many had read any 
their books since yesterday. Twenty had read more. 
That was encouraging. didn’t use the books that 
day nor the next. the following morning again 
asked about their reading. This time had read more. 
Then asked how many had written out reactions 
certain attractive sentences, and found that had. 

Two days later asked anyone would care 
make oral reaction any part had read. Twelve 
hands went up. called upon one lad. arose with 
Charles Curran’s book, The Eucharistic Life, 
and read from pages and 79, the following: 
truly united Jesus after Holy How 
many times not those precious Hosts become pris- 
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oners our hearts treated with indifference, 
apathy, and neglect? What! are richer than the 
richest men with the King Kings our guest, 
and yet soon after Communion fear not cast our 
treasures the winds, plunge ourselves into the 
dust the world!” Then laid down his book and 
gave very spirited talk that text. wish had 
now let you read it). This thought struck him 
forcibly, said, because agreed well with what 
had been telling them. The necessity using prop- 
erly the moments after Holy Communion had become 
conviction with him. The other students sat rapt 
attention while talked. was inspiration 
that class! 

From that time used one period week for 
spiritual reading and the reactions. was surprising 
how quickly the boys learned think along with their 
reading. Before this experiment most them had 
merely read. Some even said they never dreamed that 
people thought anything their own when they were 
reading something written someone else! All agreed, 
however, that they enjoyed reading much more since 
they had learned think while doing so. Most the 
bigotry prevalent this country due the fact 
that people read and believe, without giving any 
thought the poisonous literature invented clever 
writers who are merely looking for the money 
derived from the sale their works. little thought 
the part the readers would convince them the 
falsity the statements made the writers. think 
there exaggeration the statement that people 
take for granted most what written, while those 
same people would question things told them oral 
way. For that reason think should teach our stu- 
dents, particularly when reading anything the more 
serious nature, think carefully they read. 

Let the religion teacher not forget give the boys 
chance express themselves, orally and writing, 
the religion class. experience that this not 
done often enough. Teachers often think students not 
care give their religious experiences public; that 
they are sensitive this point. Quite the contrary 
true when all have been made appreciate the serious- 
ness the class, and the importance the time spent 
it. The spirit the Apostle never far from the 
serious-minded American boy! When something has 
dawned upon him that has found helpful the 
battle waging live his religion should 
lived, always willing convey that information 
others. That one the prime reasons why the 
great meetings the Catholic Action societies are 
successful. The leaders this movement have learned 
that success comes only proportion the interest 
aroused the individual members, and not the 
leaders! Great movements have always originated with 
the common people, and naturally have always de- 
pended upon them for successful completion. 

this stage the development the class, the 
teacher should introduce the reading and study 
pamphlets, such those published the America 
Press, and the Queen’s Work. many ways pam- 
phlet better than book. The limitation space 
the former makes imperative upon the writer 
condense his material, and, the same time, write 
clear, simple style. 
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Another thing favor the pamphlet its cost. 
Most them can obtained for five cents copy, 
and better price given large quantities. This 
price brings them within range every pocketbook, 
and makes possible for each student buy several, 
and different subjects, whereas were necessary 
buy book given topic, would unreason- 
able demand the students buy several books 
the course the year. Another thing one can’t help 
noticing the fact that pamphlets are usually written 
experts their respective fields. 

vary the method reading slightly 
from that used reading books. Each boy given 
pamphlet which read, not only for the sake 
information and original thought, but also remem- 
ber. expected underline with pencil the most 
important statements made the statements 
which the reader wants remember. When that has 
been done, the statements underlined should writ- 
done expository work the English class. Later on, 
the students may called upon stand before the 
class and deliver talk upon the subject their pam- 
phlets, using the outline guide, necessary. You 
will surprised, you try this method, the talks 
the boys will give.

This form 
motivation necessitates the selection activity, suitable 
for the grade level, that will include many possible 
the grade requirements each particular subject; that is, 
have the drill work the various subjects grow out real 
need that arises the pursuit activity. activ- 
the former is, doubt, the more valuable, because teacher 
who right the mark can always get activity from the 
pupils, whatever her method. whereas the most progressive 
method will not itself foster activity the pupils. 


For the Whole School 


The usual activity centers itself about the work par- 
ticular grade level. There another type activity which 
entire elementary school works the same activity 
different grade levels. However, many teachers believe that 
this plan can rarely carried successfully. unusual 
for large number pupils different age levels in- 
terested the same thing the degree necessary complete 
successfully such unit work. 

However, our Teachers’ Training School, established for 
the purpose certification for students the Department 
Education Mount Saint Mary’s College, and for Sisters 
teaching the parochial schools, has succeeded with activ- 
ity the latter type.

The 
vocabulary these little ones was enriched during this part 
the work. number minor activities went during the 
work period. Costumes were made out gunny sacking, and 
decorated with nature materials for beads; tepee, large 
enough for the children enter, was the outcome their 
reading comprehension. Again, pictures Indians and their 
life were collected and bound into book, the children com- 
piling and printing their own table contents. They made, 
too, collection Indian pottery, and moccasins. the 
whole, these little ones had interesting, profitable, and 
ing contact with important phases Indian life. 


Pioneer History 


The work the third- and fourth-grade children demanded 
activity the fields literature, English, history, and geog- 
raphy. Naturally, was opportunity for these 
children learn much about early California history; and since 
this time the city breathed atmosphere everything 
Mexican, was easy for them concentrate upon the com- 
ing the white man, the Padres, and the Mexicans. The chil- 
dren centered this phase the work around the founding 
Los Angeles. During the various celebrations this week, na- 
tive sons and daughters and even those who were not, went 
about dressed Mexican costume.

Under Four Flags 


The field covered the fifth and sixth grades was wider 
than that covered the preceding grades the preparation 
their contribution the whole.

Social letters, too, were written 
former pupils whose parents were position give 
valuable information; skeleton outlines were made cards 
for the purpose giving reports. Grammar was taught con- 
nection with the correction slang and careless speech habits, 
building more interesting sentences through the use 
clauses and modifiers. history the eighth-grade pupil re- 
quired spend few weeks the study California; ac- 
cordingly, simply anticipated this assignment. Geography 
was studied from commercial and industrial viewpoint; 
therefore, the work naturally carried beyond our own state 
and into contact with other states representative their sec- 
tion the Union. art, posters were made which portrayed 
the leading industries. Some arithmetic entered into the proj- 
ect principally percentage and was used 
make comparative studies imports, exports, and increase 
industries. Singing was motivated the learning California 
songs. One interesting point which grew out the children’s 
work the appreciation which large number the class 
developed for well-written book, which evidenced the 
fact that there have been one two topics upon which 
have been unable obtain reference which pleased these 
young connoisseurs. Despite efforts made induce inveterate 
readers even skim these books for the teacher, they have 
remained upon the reading table for six weeks without any 
appreciable amount being read them!

little Spanish conversation followed, also Spanish dances. The 
fifth and sixth grades were represented four little girls, each 
whom read composition California was under one 
other the flags. The seventh and eighth grades had been 
working groups seven committees. Every member 
committee spoke the classroom, and each committee voted 
for the one whom they wished represent them the final 
report. soon member was elected, every other member 
her committee turned over her notes the speaker and 
aided her every way make worth-while report. Each 
member thus chosen, speaking from four eight minutes, 
gave report one the seven leading industries Cali- 
fornia. Although not instructed so, each member publicly 
thanked the members her committee for the help given and 
informed the audience that her unit was composite piece 
work. The whole was concluded the entire school singing 
“California.” 


Vitalizing the Curriculum 


The purpose this paper twofold: emphasize the fact 
that the project method can used successfully vitalize 
rather than supplant the curriculum, also prove that the 
major portion the grade requirements outlined any 
course study can embodied unit work. The latter 
statement conditioned, however. order insure real 
interest upon the part the pupils, the teacher must 
certain extent determine beforehand just what projects are 
suitable for her grade level, and then anticipate far pos- 
sible the materials and atmosphere that must permeate the 
class. Both these questions have been inquired into per- 
sistently interested visitors that the teachers feel that the 
above material has not been too specifically stated. After all, 
each individual teacher will incorporate certain subjects with 
greater skill than others. Although the occasion this project 
was unique the teachers our training school feel that they 
have learned many valuable lessons which will aid them 
handling smaller units work.

The words not known six more pupils were studied 
during that time. From twenty thirty minutes daily 
ninety-minute class period were spent vocabulary study. 
The pupils were required able give the meanings, the 
spelling, the pronunciation, and the part speech the words 
studied, well able use them correctly sen- 
tences. The latter was done chiefly the blackboard. de- 
termine the progress made, tests the words studied during 
the week were administered Fridays. Each boy’s weekly 
score was kept chart placed conspicuously the room. 
For the next two weeks the class read three paragraphs daily 
from McCall and Crabbs’ Standard Lessons Reading, Book 
Then some paragraphs similar Gates’ four types were 
made the writer and some were obtained from the 
pupils’ texts.

CATHOLIC LIBRARY ASSOCIATION 
WINTER CONFERENCE 


December and 28, 1932, about Catholic librarians 
gathered Loyola University and Mundelein College, Chicago, 
for the annual midwinter meeting discuss Catholic library 
problems. The three sessions the conference were devoted 
problems involving, respectively, principles, personnel, and material. 
The papers and discussions were interesting because they were 
eminently practical. The papers covered these topics: Practical 
problems presented the Index Forbidden Books; Function 
the Library Graduate School; the Librarian’s 
Job; The School Librarian Guide Students’ Reading; Build- 
ing the Small Library; Inter-Library Exchange Catholic 
Periodicals; The Value Analytic Cataloging. 

The members the conference represented libraries, located 
eleven states, chiefly the middle west, although two mem- 
bers came from New Rochelle, The attendance in- 
crease more than per cent over that last year’s conference.
